After long days toiling on his 
homestead, he spent long even~

Prairie provinces probably re- 
member herds of buffalo roaming 
the wilderness, And to two res= 
idents of the far north, the gold 
rush was just yesterday, 

“It is undoubtedly true,’’ added 
the CNIB Field Secretary, ‘‘that 
these people: pioneered this 
county with a simple desire to 
build ‘successful lives, regard- 
less of the hardships, a philos- 
ophy which gave courage when 
blindness occurred,”’ 

The CNIB representative went 
on to illustrate, ‘‘One of these 
blind old-timers lost his sight 
when he was sixteen, in 1877, 
forty years before the founding 
of the CNIB, He went to the 
Ontario School for the Blind, 
studied piano tuning and was a 
member of that school’s first 
graduating class, He owned what 
is thought to be the first Braille 
watch in Canada as early as 
1882, He joined a piano company 
and later in 1925, started his own 
business, He was 63 then, at an 
age when most men are looking 
forward to retirement, Taking 
an interest in his fellow blind 
he served on CNIB Boards to 
make sure that the youth of today 
have the services he was 
denied,”’ 

“The good life we enjoy now,’’ 
the Field Secretary concluded 
‘fis due to men like these old 
pioneers with pick, shovel, and 
yes even piano tuning instru- 
ment, who made this country 
what it is today.”’

Grandin soon named him his 
Vicar General and confided to 
his care the temporal adminis- 
tration of his vast northern dio=- 
cese, which comprised what is 
to-day northern Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and the N,W.T, 

Soon after his arrival he re= 
ceived a letter from Bishop V, 
Grandin, then resident at Isle= 
a-la Crosse, stating, ‘This 
autumn, I shall fix my residence 
at St, Albert, I shall come to you 
with a whole caravan of mission= 
aries, priests, ecclesiastical 
students and lay brothers, Bend 
every effort to provide the nec-

These orders were joyfully 
carried out, Hunters were sent

only bell, Tears of joy filled 
the eyes of the saintly Bishop 
as he gave them his first blessing 
His Lordship took possession of 
the only private room of the 
house, and the others installed 
themselves as comfortably as 
the circumstances permitted, 

Among the newcomers were 
young men who had given their 
services to God in the Oblate 
Order and who expected no 
earthly reward for their work, 
Many had mastered a particular 
trade and their skills were put 
to very useful purposes, Brother 
Patrick Bowes, a veteran joiner 
and cabinet-maker, and Brother 
Perrault, already at work, re- 
ceived the help of Brother 
Nemoz, a good carpenter and

700 barrels of potatoes, 200 
barrels of cabbages, 150 barrels 
of wheat, 30 barrels of barley, 
ll barrels of carrots and ll 
barrels of onions, 


A storehouse and blacksmith 
shop were built and a large . 
room was opened in the orph- 
anage to give the needed care 
to the sick, 

The spiritual training of the 
Metis and surrounding Cree 
Indians, of whom from four to 
five hundred were ministered to 
in St, Albert, went on apace 
with the remarkable progress 
made in farming and local indus- 
try. Bishop Grandin assisted at 
a Temperance Day Celebration 
held at the foot of a huge cross 
erected in 1869, Speaking to a 
large and attentive audience, 
Father Andre, O,M,I, warmly 
congratulated those who had re= 
mained faithful to their pledge 
and quite as warmly excoriated 
those who had abused liquor or 
supplied it to others, ‘‘Many were 
seen humbly to bow their heads 
during the rebuke’’, noted the St, 
Albert Chronicles, 

At Bishop Grandin’s arrival 
the old log chapel, now the 
Bishop’s Cathedral, leaned per= 
ilously to one side and was 
being held in position by an un= 
sightly buttress of four or five 
solid spruce trunks, The time had 
come to build a more fitting place 
of worship,

Morinville Credit Union 
has noteworthy history 


Today, the Morinville Credit 
Union building is just another 
busy business place on main 
street, But to many residents 
of the district, who faced the 
depression years with little hope 
the Morinville Savings and Credit 
Union is a symbol of co-oper- 
ation and a monument ofvictory, 

The foundation of a Credit 
Union in Morinville had not been 
anticipated when the study clubs 
started their activities in 1938, 
The project was rather a plar 
to educate adults, and help them 
solve some ofthe many problems 
of the depression years, 

The time table of the study 
sessions was divided so that two 
thirds of it was allocated to 
economics and the remaining 
third to spiritual matters, An 
abundant supply of literaturewas 
used, plus much appreciated help 
from the Dept, of Extention, Un- 
iversity of Alberta Speakers 
and organizers were sent in, 
later free broadcast time was 
made available from radio stat- 
ion C,K,U, A, This expanding pro- 
gram proved very successful, 
and soon was spreading to many 
communities and different locals. 

In early 1939, the attention of 
the study groups was attracted 
by the success of the fishermen 
in the Maritimes, The technique 
used to manage their business, 
operate their Credit Unions, pro- 
voked a healthy reaction in our 
community, From then on the 
group’s initiative was directed 
towards the motto ‘‘Self-help 
through mutual co-orperation’’, 

Later in 1939 after a busy 
winter session, the six-study 
groups agreed to apply for a 
CREDIT UNION charter which 
was registered in May 1940, The 
first elected president was Mr, 
Eugene Cornoyer, who served 
the first term with Mr, Adrien 


their own March of Dimes, be= 
fore the loan operation could 
start, coupled with a $50,00 max~ 
imum per member, The second 
treasurer was Mrs, M, J,

modern building on main street,

residency plus such deposit (if 
any) not exceeding $100.00 as the 
Council may prescribe which 
deposit would be refundable 
under the conditions set by the 
Council. (Your Council has taken 
exception to this particular 
clause and I will be making 
further comment on it in next 
week’s column, 


DISQUALIFIC ATIONS: 

(a) The following conditions be 
provided whereby a member of 
Council will be disqualified by a 
judge if: 

(1) he is convicted of an in 
dictable offence, 

(2) he has used information 
gained through his official 
position to make aperson- 
al profit either directly or 
indirectly, The presiding 
judge in addition to un- 
seating the councillor, 
mayor or reeve, may 
order him to pay to the 
municipality the personal 
profit made by him, 

The Committee recommends 
provision wherein a person con- 
victed under the above be barred 
from seeking municipal office 
in Alberta for a minimum per- 
iod of two full terms, 


ELECTIONS: 

(a) the Nomination Day will be 
the first Wednesday of October, 
with Polling Day to be three 
weeks after, 

(b) The office of mayor, reeve 
and councillors be for a term 
of three years with the entire 
council and mayor or reeve to 
be elected, 

(c) That ( the enumeration of 
non property owning electors be 
discontinued and instead a sys- 
tem of registering and swearing 
in of these electors be used, 

(d) That the municipal voting 
age be lowered from 21 to 19 
years of age in line with the 
provincial voting age, 


VOTING ON BY-LAWS: 

The committee recommends 
that money by-laws be adequa- 
tely advertised and unless a 
sufficient petition is received 
no vote of the proprietary elec- 


_ tors be required, The Committee 


suggests a petition to call for 
a vote be required to meet the 
following minimum numbers | 

(1) in an urban municipality 
having a population of 
10,000 or over ~ 5% 

(2) in an urban municipality 
having a population over 
1,000 but less than 10,000 
and in counties and mun- 
icipal districts - 10% 

(3) in an urban municipality 
having a population ofless 
than 1,000 = 15%, 

The committee suggests that 
percentages comparable to the 
above apply to any petitions for 
a vote on any by-law that is not 
a money by-law or a question, 
with the percentages to be 2, 
4 and 6% respectively, applied 
to the total population of the 
municipality, 


POWERS OF COUNCIL: 

The committee recommends 
the legislation be drafted to give 
municipal councils the widest 
possible authority over matters 
within their jurisdiction, with 
the specific details as to the 


extent and manner inwhich auth- 


ority is to be carried out to be 


spelled out by the council in its - 


by-laws, This. will eliminate 
most of the amendments that in 
the past have been necessary 
each year, since if the powers of 
the Act are broad, a council 
will have authority to legislate 
to meet local conditions and 
changing needs without the nec- 
essity of requesting amendments 


MUNICIPAL APPEAL: 

If municipal councils are given 
wide powers as suggested in the 
above paragraph, the committee 
believes that there must be a 
provision made to adequately 
protect the rights of the indi- 
vidual, If in the exercise of its 
powers, a council discriminates 
against a personorinsomeman- 
her places an undue hardship 
upon him, he should have a 
ready means whereby he can 
appeal the action of the council 
and obtain relief from the dis- 
crimination or hardship, The 


committee believes this can best 


be accomplished by the estab= 
lishment of an independent board 
of knowledgeable persons who 
would have the necessary power, 
upon hearing an appeal to direct 
a council remedy the discrimin- 
ation or hardship, The committee 
believes that a board such as 
that suggested would provide ad= 
equate protection for the prop- 
erty and civil rights of the indi- 
vidual and at the same time 
would not seriously upset 
otherwise good municipal by- 
‘laws which may be the subject 
of an appeal, 


JOINT AGREEMENTS: 

The committee suggests that 
there be ample provision for 
the councils of municipalities 
to co-operate with the Boards 
of school districts, hospital dis- 
tricts, and other public bodies 
in matters of mutual interest, 
It is hoped that this would en- 
courage local governing bodies 
to bring about joint recreational 
and other worthwhile develop- 
ments that can serve community 
and regional interests, without 
the artificial restrictions some- 
times imposed by municipal or 
other local boundaries, 

As indicated at the beginning 
of the Column, I will comment 
on the recommendations in next 
week’s Column,
